HAND PRESSES WIN. 

The Steam Presses to to Banished From 
the Bureau of Eegraving and Printing 
—A Labor Bnion Victory. 

WasHINGTON, July &—Secretary Win- 
dom has decided that the recent act of 
Congress concerning steam plate prin- 
ling presses for the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing is inteuded to be prohibit- 


ors: of tho use of all © steam | 


presses, Under this ruling the 
Milligan presses now used by the bureau 
wil. have to be dispensed with. There 
are eighteen Milligan and one Homer 
Lee steam presses in use there, The 
secretary’s decision is a clear vice 
tory for the labor unions who have 
been fighting for the introduction of 
hand presses. They were unsuccessful 
in their efforts in this this direction when 
the act of Congress was passed, but the 
language of the bill was such that a ques- 
tion arose as to whether it was strictly 
prohibitory, and the matter was referred 
to Secretary Windom for decision. The 
secretary has refused to sign any con- 
tract with the Milligan company.

NEGRO COLONIZATION. 


A Scheme on Foot to Establish an Tm- 
mense Colony of Negroesin Oklahoma 
—The Headquarters of the Concern at 
Topeka, Kas. 

Topeka, Kas., July 8.—W. L. Edgleson, 
a prominent negro politician of this State, 
is the prime mover in a scheme to induce 
the pegroes of the South to emigrate to 
Okiahoma. He bas organized an immi- 
gration company, composed of some of 
the prominent colored men of this State, 
which will have agents in all the 
prominent cities of the South, their 
headquarters being here. He = says 
he is receiving letters every day from 
people in the South inquiring about Okla- 
homa and how to get there. He expected 
tu have 109,000 colored people in Oxlahos 
ma by next July. He intends to go South 
himself shortly. Mr. Edgleson claims 
that the negroes going into Oklahoma will 
benefit Kansas greatly, as they will raise 
cotton and Kansas will establish the cot- 
ton mills. He has published an address 
to “Lhe Colored People of the South.”

CuicaGo, July $—Judge Longenecker 
has no fears in regard to Burke’s extra- 
dition and says that he will be brought 
back to Chicago and hanged just as sure 
as he had a hand in the assassination of 
Dr. Cronin. The judge, in speaking about 
the dispatches froni Winnipeg to the effect 
that the Chicago legal end had been han- 
died ina bungling manuer, declared @iat 
more than enough evidence bas been 
furnished the Canadian authorities, and 
he regards their action in requiring more 
verbal evidence as somewhat singular.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


The Memphis Crop District. 

The regular monthly crop repors for the 
Memphis district, which embraces West 
Tennessee, North Mississippi, North Ar- 
kansas and North Aiabama, says: 

The weather during June was in the main 
unfavorable for cotton. The complaint is gen- 
eral of too much rain and crops are badly in 
the grass. Stands, as a rule, are very irregu- 
lar. The early is good, but late planting of cot- 
ton was affected by the drought which prevailed 
during May, and the result is that fully one- 
half of the crop is late, goneratly about twe 
weeks later than last year, The imperfect 
Stands taken together with the lateness of 
the crop and the unfavorable weather that pre- 
vailed during the month makes the cutlock any 
thing but favorable for the cotton crop. ‘he 
plant is reported small and backward in form- 
ing, while blooms are very searee. OF our du2 
correspondents, Td reportland planted in cotton 
having been abanconed, owing to imperfect 
stands and continuous rains, The majority of 
these crops of abandoned lands come from 
Tennessee, where the weather has been most 
unfavorable, and crops are in the poorest con 
dition, Arkansas has the most favorable out- 
look, with Mississippi ranking second. Cornin 
all the four States is in a most flourishing con- 
dition, and the outlo:k for u large yield ef this 
cereal is very flattering.

in the aisles. The anxiety to see the fight 
amounted almost to a frenzy, and those 
who were without the means to pay $10 or 
$15, the price of transportation and-admis- 
sion, took their chances of losing their 
lives in attempting to steal aride, Just 
before the $15 train started from New Or- 
leans, it was discovered that scores of men 
and boys had concealed themselves in the 
cross beams connecting the wheels, while 
others bung onto the long iron rods con- 
necting thetrucks. ‘The greater number, 
however, were perched on the roof of the 
cars, in some cases as many as twenty-five 
to each coach. ‘These interlopers were dis- 
covered and driven off by the police before 
starting, but once the train in motion they 
swarmed back like so many flies, and re- 
mained tu the end of the journey. 


The remarkable feature of this daring | 


performance is that 90 per cent. of the 
foolhardy actors in it were beardless boys, 
ranging in age from 13 to 19% But the most 
reckless deed of all was that of three young 
rascals who concealed themselves on the 
inner side of the cow-catcher and were 
never dislodged. 

The ring was pitched at Richburg, Miss., 
in a clearing on the edge of a pine forest, 
near the litile village, which is 102 miles 
from New Orleans and 96 from Meridian, 
on the Queen and Crescent road. The ring 
was pitched ona path of green turf and 
surrounding it on three sides were tiers of 
seats ten feet high put up by an enterpris- 
ing local speculator, who charged $2 for 
the privilege of a seat. Unfortunately, 
however, he occupied the space set aside 
for the inner ring seat holders, and those 
who had paid $!5 for accommodations 
there claimed the right to sit in the im- 
provised amphitheater without extra 
charge. The local man who bad taken the 
risk of receiving #2 for the occupancy ot 
the seats appealed to the crowd to pay 


him, and made the point that gentlemen 


who were occupying them were in honor 
bound to aecept his terms. The crowd 


jeered at the suggestion, and those who in | 


their anxiety to get seated had paid #2 re- 
pented their rasiness. Four-fifths of the 
seating capacity was filled by the $15 
crowd, some 1,000 in number, who arrived 
ou the battleground an hour before the 10 
people came along. Outside of the ring 
the villagers sat on wood and on wagons 
piled with lumber, while others enjoved 
the sight from rudely-constructed plat- 
forms six or seven feet high. The small 
boys, as usual, had the best view from 
elevated perches in the surrounding pine 
trees. 

It was S o’clock when tho first train 
reached Richburg, but even at that early 
hour the three upper rows of seats were 
found occupied by Richburgers, who Mad 
sat on their elevated perches since day 
light, waiting fur the show to begin. 

Kilrain was the first of the gladiators to 
put in an appearance. He was accom- 
panied by Charley Mitchell. They were 
both received with applause and cheers, in 
acknowlekgment of which Mitchell tipped 
his derby. Kilrain’s appearance dismayed 
his backers. He was unshaved, and looked 
haggard, worn and weak. In short, he 
looked scared. He-was white under. the 
gills, and behaved like a man being led to 
execution. He was not stripped, but wore 
a striped shirt and striped pants. He af- 
terward disrobed in the ring. Soon after 
Sullivan came, accompanied by the ever 
vigilant Muldoon. Sullivan wore a long 
ulster, or “sweater,” as it is called, ex- 
tending from his neck almost down to his 
ankles. His appearance was the signal 
for a’ tornado of applause and cheers, a 
demonstration not without its depressing 
effect in the Kilrain corner. Both princi- 
pals were lead to seats in their corners, di- 
agonally opposite each other, and were 
surrounded by their friends, bottle-nold- 
ers, seconds, backers and a miscellaneous 
throng of partisans. The fanning process 
segmed to have an invigorating effect on 
Kilrain, and ke began to brighten under 
its influence. Sullivan looked flushed, but 
not particularly buoyant. He also sub- 
mitted to being fauned with patient meek- 
ness, and seemed torealize that his destiny 
hung upon the issue of the contest. 

In the sixty-niuth round Kilrain was 
knocked down by a right-hander in the 
jaw. From this until the close of the sev- 
enty-fifth round Kilrain pursued bis run- 
ning-away tactics, dropping on every at- 
tempt of Sullivan’s to administer punish- 
ment.

A Federation of Labor in Aiabama. 

A meeting of representatives of all la- 
bor organizations in Alabama was held 
in Birmingham for the purpose of per- 
fecting the organization of a Trade and 
Labor Council or Federation of Labor. 
This is regarded as a political movement, 
the purpose of which is the control of the 
next State Legislature.

At this rate, 
without recruits to their ranks, they will 
nearly all be dead in less than three 
years. Dysentery is the principal cause 
for this frightful mortality rate.

Minister Douglass Has Faith in 
The Future of Hayti. 

Ep:ror Post: I gave you thanks 
for the friendly reference you make 
to my appointment as minister to 
Hayti, and to the course I may be 
expeeted to pursue in that position. 
I wish, however, to correct an error 
into which an interviewer has fallen 
by substituting the word “coercion” 
for tha tof ‘annexation.” I have never 
been a coercionist, andI do not be- 
lieve that any American statesman 
would counsei any such policy as » 
gainst a friendly nation. 

Nothing that I said that interview 
had reference to recent transac.iens 
in Hayti. I shall go to that country 
to represent the interests of the Uni- 
ted States, and also with a view to 
advance the interests of the people 
likely to be most benefited by the 
wise, peaceful, and orderly govern.. 
ment of what iscalled ‘The Black 
Republic.” 

It is impossible to deny that Hayti 
is an important element in the ques~ 
tion of the posssible future of the 
colored man on that continent. Men 
point to it today, as an argument 
against the abi ity of the colored race 
to govern itself. They say, ‘Look at 
Hayti! torn and rent by division and 
revolution,” and ask us what we can 
expect of the American Negro. To 
me Hayti is in the process of evolu 
tion, nof of decay or of retrogression. 
She is going through the experience 
of the South American republics, 
and of France, whicl has had twelve 
revelutions in a single century, and, 
I might say, of our own country, 
which, but a few years ugo, presen- 
ted a scene of discord, and civil war, 
as wild, turbulent, and persisteut as 
that which is witnessed to-day in the 
Island of San Domingo. We have 
risen out of this tempest and whirl, 
wind of war a stronger, wiser, hap- 
pier and more united people than at 
any other time in our history, and I 
predict a similar result for Hayti. 

Of one thing Hayti may well be 
proud, no hostile foot has been al- 
lowed to tread her soil successfully 
during three-quarters of a century. 

The child may stumble and fall many 
times and receive many bruises, but 

the child will become a man for all 

that. 

It is no new thing to have Hayti 
cited against the cause of freedom in 
the United States. It was so before 
we abolished ourslavery, when our 
fears created only disaster and ruin 
in that nirecticn, and will continue 
tu be so. 

Nevertheless, Hayti is sti’! Hayti, 
sharing the commerce of the world, 
with representatives in her capital of 
every great maritime power, and 
flags of all nation floating in her 
ports and harbors. 

While I neither asked, sought, nor 
expected to be appointed min:ster to 
this important country, I have no 
sympathy with those who endeavor to 
be'ittle the appointment or question 
the motives of President Harr'son in 
making it. 

I know of no place on the globe 
where I could be more usefully em

ployed than in tho discharge of the 
duties whieh will naturally devolve 
upon me, should I reach Port-au-

Just now John IL. Sullivan is the 
proudest man that steps on this conti- 
nent. His magnificent brute strength 
has carried him triumphantly through a 
severe ordeal, and he firmly believes 
that in a physical sense he stards with- 
outa peer. 

It is weil while Mr. Sullivan occupies 
such a large share of public attention, to 
consider this matter of physical culture: 
The strong man whose feats astonish the 
world are not as a rule long-lived. 
Heenen died of consumption and Mor- 
rissey lost his vitality in middle life. 
The famous Boston athlete who trained 
himself up to a point where he couldli't 
a barrel of flour with one hand went into 
arapid decline. 

In one of his nove!s Wilkie Colli 8 ce- 
scribes a young man who gave himeelf 
up to athletic sports. Apparently this 
young fellow was a marvel of strength 
and endurance. Suddealy, without any 
warning, this splendid brute collapsed. 
A shock of paralysis made him an utter 
wreck, mentally and bodily. 

Some such fate is perhaps in store for 
Sullivan. Other men with a tenth part 
of his strength will reaci old age and 
enjoy life, but the chances are that the 
vanquisher of Kilrain will not live to see 
his fortieth birthday. His powers have 
beenu d- yd vz'oped He is avec im of 
overtraining, and is liable to break down 
suddenly at any tine, 

There iscomiort in all this for the 
average man. Itis pleasant to think 
that these giants who are able to knock 
men down like so many ten pins do not 
have it all their own way. 

The advocate of physical culture will 
do well to study the lives of some of our 
great athletes. The Icsson taught by 
them allistnat there is danzer of over» 
doing the thing when an attempt is 
made to acquire an unnatural degree of 
strength. Wedo not need giants these 
days, and we do not need Sullivans,

DESTRUCTIVE STORM. 


Northern End of Westmoreland County, 

Pa., Given a Dose of Water and Hail. 

‘Greenspura, Pa., July 12.—One of 
the most destructive storms that ever 
occurred in this section passed over the 
northern end of the county Wednesday 
evening, about 40’clock.

Indian Scents in the Employ of the United 
States Government. 

The practice of employing friendly 
Indians as allies of the white troops has 
come down to us from the earliest col- 
onial days, it being only a part of the 
system always adopted by Great Brit- 
ain, Franee and other nations, and ap- 
plied to every part of the world. But 
our force of enlisted red men is always 
smal, The act of 1886 prescribes that 
Indian scouts to the number of 1,000 
may be employed in the Territories and 
Indian country, who shall receive the 
pay and allowances of cavalry soldiers. 
Wut inasmuch as they are included in 

he maximum of 25,000 enlisted men 
vllowed to the army, the tendency is 
to keep down their numbers as much as 
practicable. Even intime of war the 
maximum is not reached, and in peace 
the Indian scouts all told do not usually 
uggregate more than two or three hun- 
dred. Areturn made last year showed

“HIRED FARM HELP, 





Why Employes Should Make Their Em- 
ployers’ Interests Their Own. 
In a majority of cases it seems diffi- 
cult for hired help to understand that 
they are interested in the success of 
their employers as well as themselves. 
Yet it is certainly the fact that but few 
can afford to hire help unless “they can 
make that help profitable. Still, many 
that must depend upon their daily la- 
bor for their living work as though 
they thought all that was necessary was 
to put in the time, whether it is profit- 
able or not. On account of this lack of 
interest they fail to make themselves 
profitable, and are out of work. This 
applies, to more or less extent, to hired 
help of all kinds; and is fully as im- 
portant with the help on the farm as 
anywhere elso. A good hand will 
make himself so generally useful, as to 
be profitable to his employers, while a 
careless man can easily be a steady loss 
to his employer from thetime he com- 
mences to work. ‘There is no question 
but that often farmers, as well as 
others, go without needed help, for no 
other reason than that of unreliability. 


. 


They can not get help that will take < 
sufficient amount of interest in their 


work to try to make themselves profit- 
able to their employers. And itis often 
the case that this habit of carelessness, 
fallen into when at work for 
others, will follow the man through 
life; and, instead of making a place and 
home for himself, he will always be de- 
pending upon his daily labor for his 


support. There is no question but that 
too many who are working for others 


get into the habit of waiting for some- 
thing to turn up, and, instead of push- 
ing ahead, they keep waiting all their 
lives; while, if, at the start, they learn- 
ed to make themselves profitable to 
their employers, they would also make 
themselves profitable to themselves. 
Many a man can lay his first start to- 
ward success simply to the fact that he 
made it a point to make his employer's 
interest his own interest. In learning 
his employer’s interest he will learn 
his own and advance his own. 
As arule the best farmers, as well as 
the best mechanics and the best pro- 
fessional men, are those that have com- 
meneed at the bottom and built their 
way up. - Most of them worked for oth- 
to get a start, and their habits of 
looking after what others considered 
small things have been their stepping- 
stones to success. — Prairie Farmer.

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SHEEP HUSBANDRY, 





The Most Solid Basis for Profitable Agri- 
cultural Operations. 

Day by day it is manifest that a flock 
of sheep is of very great value to a 
farm and its occupant. A late instance 
is that of aman whoowns 120 acres, 
orignaily of medium fertility or under. 


A few years ago he changed from 
grain-raising to the sheep business, 


keeping between 199 and 209. His soil 
gradually improved until it reached a 
very high point. Last season he raised 
over 00 tons of excellent clover hay, 
about 300 bushels each of oats and bar- 
ley, 1,200 ears of corn and 2,000 bushels 

of turnips and beets. His orchard in- 
ereased largely in productiveness and 
quality of fruit, and he-gathered sev. 
eral hundred barrels of apples. Ha 
grows hot-house lambs, and from the 
wool and lambs of 100 ewes he realizes 
$1,000, besides the increase of a consid- 
erable flock of. keeping-sheep. Last 
season he added pig-raising, having 
as many as 85 on hand at a time, 
which he sold to his neighbors or fat. 
ened. He grows only wheat enough 
for his own use, keeps three horses, and 
of bovine kind only two cows. 

He raises flat turnips on clover sod, 
and some of them are nearly as large 
around as a dinner-plate. Turnip seed 
is sown with a grain drill, three-fourths 
ofa pound of seed being mixed with 
100 pounds of commercial fertilizer, and 
the drill set to sow 100 pounds to tha 
acre. Sheep are at the bottom of these 
excellent results, and he has two neigh- 
bors farming on isha the same line 
and with gratifying success. His sheep. 
fold is in the basemen par a barn, where 
there is a pump, a root-cutter and ev- 
ery desired convenience for supplying 
the sheep with water, roots, hay and 
grain. The root-cellar opens into the 
sheepfold, without a partition, and the 
warmth of the sheep keeps the roots 


from freezing. Vegetables designed 
for family use are also stored here, 


thus obviating all malodors from de- 
“aying vegetables in the dwelling-house 
cellar. ‘The surface of the farm is very 
undulating, but the knolls produce as 
great crops as the valleys and depres- 
sions. —National Tribune.

Many New York ladies are lending 
their aid in the formation of working- 
women's clubs) A woman of teisure or 
wealth, or both, gathers about her a 
number of working girls to talk over 
the organization of aclub. If the girls 
favor the idea they and the leader each 
invite friends to join with them, anda 
club is formed. One evening in the 
week is a social evening; the others are 
divided, as the members decide, into 
classes for cooking—a!ways one of the 
most popular classes—dress-making, 
plain sewing, reading, writing¢ arith- 
metic and physical culture. The pro- 
gramme varies according to the de- 
cision and finances of the club. Tho 
club devotes one evening to practical 
talks. On this evening health, man- 
agement of money, duties of women, 
dress and the thousand other subjects 
that grow out of living in a worid 
where conditions are constantly chang- 
ing are discussed. All take part in tho 
talks that follow the littie lecture, and 
the subjects are usually chosen or sug» 
gested by the working members. --
